Prescott Gets an Armory

Our hat is off to Prescott for that city's achievement in 


wangling out of the authorities a brand new National Guard 
armory. It will house the guardsmen's equipment; will furnish 
an indoor drill ground 75 by 100 feet — and will be equally use- 
ful for the civilian purposes of Prescott. Hope has hollered loud 
and long for an armory, but as the years roll by Prescott gets 
the goods and Hope just keeps on hollering. 


' Don't mistake this yelp for "sour 
grapes." Prcscotl has gotten no more 
than is due her. Other cities of sim- 
ilar size have built new armories in 
the last 10 years with cither state or 
federal help. But Hope, llth largest 
city in Arkansas, with 7,500 population, 
still houses her National Guard unit 
in rented quarters. 


And getting an armory isn't the 


whole story of Prcscott's achievement. 
She previously built the largest and 
best basketball gymnasium in this sec- 
tion of the state—unless the new one 
completed 
at 
Nashville 
last 
year 


changes the picture. 


Prescott, therefore, has two struc- 


tures capable of Handling large in- 
door crowds during the winter sports 
nciison—but Hope has none. 


For a long time this newspaper has 


pointed out that Hope used to be the 
gathering place for all District Ten 
athletic events. But In the last decade 
wo have dropped behind neighboring 
cities, as a meeting place, simply be- 
cause

facilities 


haven't kept pace with the times. 


As n population center Hope de- 


serves today 
an 
armory building 


which would serve the dual purpose 
of a home for the National Guard and 
an auditorium for large-scale winter 
athletic events, such as district bas- 
ketball tournaments. 


Instead of1 planning separate armory 


and gymnasium structures let us think 
in terms of a single large building 
scryingJjojth purposes. Let us,,, think 
hard and long, keep hollering—and 
maybe the day will roll around when 
it finally gets here.

Site Approved 
for Airport 


Government Engi- 
neer Meets With 
C. of C. Board 


^S. E Travis, Jr., District Airport 
Engineer for the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority, from Fort Worth, Texas, 
met with the Airport Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Wednes- 
day night and visited the tentative 
site for a municipal airport Thursday 
morning. 


Mr. Travis told Robert Wilson, chair- 


man, 
and members of the Airport 


Committee Wednesday night that the 
government will spend ?3 for every 
dollar the city invests in improving a 
field and will count the cost of the 
land and all engineering expense as 
part of Hie sponsor contribution. 


He emphasized the necessity of se- 


curing enough land to enlarge the 
field later on and cited as an example 
that Little Rock paid ?75 an acre for 
its original field but is now forced 
to pay ?450 an acre for additional 
space. 


Mr. Travis also told the committee 


that additional appropriations have 
been voted by the house to improve 
airports and that airports approved by 
army engineers would no doubt share 
in these funds. 


He explained to the committee that 


minimum standards require half mile 
runways in four directions and that 
3,500 to 4,000 feet of runways would be 
necessary to accommodate transport 
planes. 


The Airport Committee took Mr. 


Travis out to the tentative site Thurs- 
day morning where hcj^spent an hour 
driving over the fields^ after wliich 
he stated that the site was above the 
average in desirable qualities and 
should make Hope a grade A airport. 
He thought it ver.y likely that the city 
would not be out any money except

Food Ordinance 
Here Explained 


Dr. Don Smith in 
Statement on 
Milk and Meat 


Dr. Don Smith, city health of- 


ficer, issued the following statement 
Thursday: 


"There has been some opposition 


to some recent ordinances passed by 
the City Council of Hope. The or- 
dinances which seem to have aroused 
the ire of a small number of persons 
arc those regulating the sale of milk 
and meat in the city of Hope. 


"These ordinances were passed for 


the sole purpose of protecting the pub- 
lic against bad milk and meat. All 
of you know that milk is a prolific 
source of the summer diarrhoes and 
we have had a great many severe 
cases in children during the past few 
months and a few of them have 
died. Who is responsible for 
this? 


There can only be two persons res- 
ponsible, the one who sells the milk 
and the unsuspecting mother who 
feeds it to her child. Another thing, 
good milk will become bad milk if 
it is handled carelessly in the hom- 
es. It should be refrigerated at once 
and kept cold until ready to serve. 
Milk is also a prolific source of ty- 
phoid fever and undulant fever, dis- 
eases caused by ingestion of bad milk, 
but those named above are the ones 
which concern us most. 


"Many of our dairymen have com- 


piled with the law and have nice 
clean 
dairies. On their behalf, I 


licrcby invite you to visit them and 
look things over. Then visit your 
milk 'bootlegger' and see how he is 
Handling the milk you are feeding 
your baby. 


"Now, about meat—It is bad, too, 


if handled carelessly. If killed and 
butchered in the open where flies 
are swarming, you don't need to be 
Lold what may happen. Visit your 
outcher shops and see the nice re- 
frigerators full of nice clean meat 
and then form your own conclus- 
ion. 


"The same thing applies to other 


kinds of perishable foods. I quote you 
.he following section of law realtive 
.o foods handled by any one offer- 
ng to sell them. "Foods when dis- 
sleyed must be placed in tight cas- 
es or otherwise protected from flics, 
nsecU:, dust, dogs, cats, and other 
domestic animals, all perishable foods 
Tiust be refrigerated." 


"We are not mad at anyone. We 


'eel like it is our duty to protect 
the public against impure foods. We 
are asking your cooperation.

Even Senators Ask Questions 


One of the oddest things about 


Culligan's day is that senators and 
representatives—the very fellows who 
passed the conscription law—are con- 
stantly ringing him up to learn its 
applications. The solons are being 
besieged by letters and 
telegrams 


from constituents. To get correct re- 
plies, they phone Culligan. 


Not only /that, but pretty nearly 


every government official'from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on down gets queries 
about the draft, and these too are re- 
ferred to Culligan. 


One woman, who signed herself 


"Mother" and who evidently is no 
admirer of the President, asked whe- 
ther Mr. Roosevelt's four sons would 
march away to war, which she pre- 
dicted would occur. She wondered 
whether James would make pictures 
of other boys marching away, Elliott 
would describe the scene on the, rad- 
io, Franklin, Jr., would make a" writ- 
ten record, and John would try to 
sell the draftees something. 


One of the answers came next day 


when Elliott Roosevelt was sworn 
in as a captain in the army's specia- 
list reserve corps. 


A man wrote that he was an ad- 


mirer of the New Deal, but -he would 
be doubled-darncd if he'd surrender 
his .liberty and be conscripted. He 
wanted the President to assign him 
to a labor camp. 


Crank letters like this, of course, 


never reach 
the President's desk. 


They arc combed out and referred 
to the proper departments to be dealt 
with, if they aren't thrown in the 
wastebasket. 


"Can't You Draft My Husband?" 
Many wives have been writing Cap- 


tain Culligan to find out how they 
can keep their husbands out of the 
draft. But there is a funny reverse 
English on this. In many cases, wives 
have been deserted or neglected for 
other women, and they think it would 
be a good idea if their mates could 
spend a year in the army. 


A Negro porter wondered 
whe- 


ther he'd have to register, as he had 
served 10 years in prison. He was tol.d 
he'd have to register, but it was a 
cinch he wouldn't be drafted. He let 
out a loud snort of relief. 


A frequent question is: 
"I shall be out of my home town 


October 16. What shall I do?' 


The reply is: Register in the town 


or village where you happen to be, 
and list on the registration card 
your home address. 


Another frequent query asks cor- 


rect procedure if the eligible man is 
out of the country on registration 
day. In that case, he should -report 
back at the registration place in his 
homo district within five days after 
his return to the United States. 


A senator asked whether .a veteran 


of the World War had to register. 
The answer was: 


"Hardly. Present registrants must 


be between the ages of 21 and 35. 
A man to come within those limits 
must have been no more than 13 
at the time of the World War. It 
is hardly likely he enlisted or was 
conscripted at that tender age." 


"Shall I Buy a New Car?" 


Another man asked: 
"Can you loll me whether I will 


be drafted? If I am, I will patch up 
my old car: If not, I'll buy a new 
car." 


He was told it depended on his 


physical condition, his job and the 
order in which his number was drawn. 
So he'll have to gamble on the car 
problem. 


Another query came from a young 


man who confessed he had served a 
sentence at the age of 15. He said 
he was anxious to get into the army 
and wondered whether his past would 
bar him. He was told that if he had 
committed a felony he would certain- 
ly be bared, and probably would be 
bared regardless of the crime. 


Felipe, a Filipino, drives a tax; in 


Washington. He only rents his taxi, be- 
cause he hopes to be drafted. He 
wanted to know how soon he would 
be called, as he felt this would help 
him become a full-fledged American 
citizen earlier. 


He doesn't want to be a national 


of the Philippines, as he highly dis- 
approves of President Quezon's ef- 
forts to untie the islands from the 
UwJted Slute;;..

Ford line is released for public in- 
spection Thursday. 


There has been a lot of advance

Designers have taken full advant- 


age o£ increased wheelbase and over- 
all lengths to give, added spacious- 
ness, and Fqrd engineers have work- 
ed right up from bigger tires through 
to luxury seat cushions and new sof- 
ter springs for the solid enhance- 
ment of riding comfort. 


A new four cylinder truck and com- 


mercial car engine is part of the 
economy features included in the 
Ford working line. 


The wheelbase of these big new De- 


Luxe and Super DeLuxe Ford V-S's 
is longer and the overall length great- 
er. The designers have taken advant- 
age of this extra overall to increase 
the inside body length both in foot 
room and seating width.

The high spots of bis career 
as 


champion were against Georges Car- 
pentier at Boyles' Thirty Acres in 
New Jersey and against Firpo, the 
Wild Bull of the Pampas. The Carpen- 
tier fight, with its bally-hoo as an 
international event, drew the biggest 
crowd up that time. Dempsey won 
with a third round knockout. 


He had trouble with Fij-po, Demp- 


sey belted the Argentinian down se- 
veral times in the first round only 
to have Firpo get up and knock 
him through the ropes onto the row 
of sportswriters. Dempsey got back 
into the rinK, survived that round and 
then kayoed Firpo in the next rour.do 
The fight was perhaps the most spec- 
tacular in boxing history.

There; is-'also much 
blundering, because •imperfect,.; badly 
educated people can,make1 tlie; operat- 
ion of democracy faulty.••There is 
cruel pressure, bullyirig,Sexploitation 
of tho individual, and'we hope, .to bet- 
ter these things. But in^ spite -of- such 
failures, if a'man live^'in.-this'.coun- 


try, there" are many points at which 
he can say, "You can't do that to me," 
and be stating his • rights. Sometimes 
he can not maintain his rights. Some- 
times he gives some away, to his 
church, to his employer, to other 
individuals. But he is the only one 
who can give them away. They are 
his until he does.

Hopes Arc Disappointed 


Genesis of the Dakar venture was 


laid by the Ministry of Information 
to dc Gaulle who, it said, had rea- 
son to believe that tho French colony 
of Senegal would welcome his ar- 
rival and establish an anti-German 
situation such as existed in French 
Equatorial Africa. The British naval 
squadron went along, the ministry 
said, to support tie Gaulle if he 
needed aid and because of growing 
German influence in the colony. 


Instead of the welcome he expected, 


dc Gaulle and his white-flagged emis- 
saries, sent ashore from his force 
of about 7,000 men on six transports, 
ran into fierce gun fire. The British 
admiral ordered the French ashore to 
desist. When they continued shooting, 
the British guns returned the fire. 


Then, after three days, the min- 


istry said, the decision to stop fight- 
ing was reached "when it became 
plain that only a major operation 
of war" could win control of the 
strategic capital of West Africa. 


But tho ministry asserted '"it had 


never been the intention of his maj- 
esty's government to enter into scr- 
iou.s warlike operations against those 
B'renchmen who felt it their duty to 
obey the command of 
the Vichy
